Over Hundred Bombs Fall on 
Bilbao Suburbs—Toledo 
Heavily Attacked

•urgent wtrplanes dumped more 
than 100 bombs Into the suburbs 
of harrasaed Bilbao today, but *dld 
not MIAU Oeoeral telUo MoU'a 
thraat to Mast the Basque capital to 
bits.

Messages of Tribute and Homage 

Broadcast From Every Latitude 

L ondon, May 12 (CP). — De«ply impresaivt 
demonstrations of loyalty and affection by 
massed crowds outside the gates of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace tonight closed the public celebration of 
the Empire's greatest spectacle—the crowning of her 
King and Queen. 

Newly consecrated to the service of the Empire, 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth fonr times ap¬ 
peared on the palace balcony tonight'' as cheering 
throngs would not permit them to retire. 

The first appearance of the night—they had al-. 
ready appeared during the afternoon shortly after re¬ 
turning fripn the Abbey—was not'long after the Sov¬ 
ereign made his first speech to his 400.000,000 people 
throughout the world. 

He had just returned from Westminster Abbey, 
where the Archbishop of Canterbury crowned him and 
his queen in the name of the United Kingdom and the 
Commonwealth. 

A HAPPY RETURN 

Radiantly happy. Their Majesties rode back 
through a route twisting through the heart of the 
great city, gaily bedecked with blazing colors and 
crammed with a seething mass of humanity, eager to 
pay homage. ' 

After tpeaking to the Empire, the monarch, at 9 p.m., ap- 
paared on tha balcony of Buckingham Palaca at fully M.OOO 
pcriont maiaad outtida tha ull gates. 

Tha King and hia Quatn stood waving thtir hands bt ra- 
sponsa to tha tumultuous acclaim. The vast throng sang the 
National Antham and burst into "Ht's a Jolly Good Fattow.* 
Tha Queen wort 4n ermine cloak over an tvening gown, 
with a diamond tiara on har hair. Afttr threa minutes, they 
rs-antsred the Palaca. 

RESPOND TO APPEALS 

Again at 10:15 p.m. Thair Majastias appeared in rtaponst 
to the crowd's raawaksnad appeals, smiling and waving, though 
previously it had been announced they would not appear again. 

Tha Quatn remained alone this time foe a faw momenta 
after the King re-entered the Palace. 

Still again thay appeared aa tha axcitad throng shouted (or 
another glimpse of the sovereign and hia conaon. It waa 10:^ 
whan they emerged to wave a good-night to tha crowd that 
gava a graat chear.

Thoae who aaw London In Ita CoronaUon garb, 
who enviaaged the aphlt of Ita people—patient, 
aure of themarlvea, good-humored. Intenaely 
loyal, dlaelpllned and contented, and aoUdly aa- 
aured of the form of government they enjoy— 
muat have carried away with them Unpreaaloiu 
that will laat for a lifetime. The world'a greateet. 
end “moat mlraculoua" city, aa It haa been de- 
acrlbed by Maxim Oorky, ahowed again how eager 
and confident It la for the future. It teemed 
almoet. In the aplrlt It brought to bear on the 
Coronation ceremonlea, aa If Ita people were 
looking forward, with that unbounded optimlam 
that la thetra for the advent of new men of 
creative genlua who wtU make the England of the 
future greeter even thkn the England of the paat. 
It waa an Ideal which atanda for to much In the 
life of the nation that London waa conaacratlng 
anew. Rich In'the knowledge that the country 
haa given to the world Immortal onea. who are 
known on every there upon which tldea beat. 


of unremitting literary labor be achieved an nn- 
dlaputed dlctatorablp In BngUtfi lettera During 
tbe remaining thirty-two yeare of hit life a 
TMtai frottt'the Cnerh'anabiad him to aagt^ 
down In dignity and lelaure to anloy. social Inter- 
courae and prcalde over the farnooa club whose 
proceedings are eet out in great detail by hla 
Incomparable biographer, James Boswell. Al¬ 
though Johnson when he came Into hla owp vraa 
chiefly famous for hla literary achlevementa and 
hla pontifical deliverances upon literature and 
literary men, he waa noted also lor the masculine 
vigor of hla political and moral'judgments. 

Johnson waa a Tory by natural dlapoeltlao and 
reasoned conviction. To pot It mildly, he did not 
approve of Whlgt. In fact he aald that the Devil 
was the first Whig. It b true that hla cholerle 
temperament aometlmea led Johnson to aay harsh 
things, but hit strong opinions were not due to 
a narrow party spirit. Anyotie who has any 
acquaintance with the essential Johnson knows 
that his political philosophy waa a deep-aeated 
belief In the principles laid down by myasea tn 
Trollna and Cresslda: 

"The heavens theraaelvea, the planets, and this 
centre 

Observe degree, priority and (ilace , , . 

How could communities. 

Degrees In schools, and brotherhoods In cities. . 
Peaceful commerce from dlvldable shares. 

The prlmogenltlve and due of birth. 

But by degrees, stand In authentic place? , 
Take but degrM away, untune that string 
And hark! ^at discord followal" 

. In Johnson's day there was a good deal of loose 
talk, la Prance and America particularly, about 
political and social equality. He looked upon such 
theories aa mlachlevoua nonsense. Envy la at the 
bottom of moat of these pernicious notions, and 
aa Johnson aald: "Envy la almost the only vice 
which Is practicable at aU times and In evf^ 
place." He waa. It haa been said, the exact oppo¬ 
site of a leveller, believing aa he did In "the dis¬ 
tinction of ratika as not only a necessity of 
society, but an addition to the strength and In¬ 
terest of tu life." Johnson waa Independent In 
aplrlt and Intenaely proud, but to use hla own 
words. It waa a "defensive pride." There was no 
pretence or snobbishness In hla nature. He waa 
not a man of "family,” but he waa "too honest to 
indulge In polite or political fletttma about the 
superior virtue or wisdom of the working claaa" 
Those radical enthualaata who believe that a 
social Utopia can be created by g o vernment 
action will look In vain tor aid or comfort In the 
philosophy of Samuel Johnson. He waa a Arm 
believer In Individual liberty, a precious posses¬ 
sion not to be bartered away in exchange for an 
Impossible political, social, or economic equality. 
Unlike those who would make the Stau a general 
provider, he believed, and acted on his belief, 
that every man haa a duty to hla neighbor, and 
made It a rule "to do some good every day of my 
life."
